Pocahontas, Va., Oct. 6.—Nineteen 
known dead and from thirty to forty 
more men entombed and doubtless all 
dead, wa* the situation up to Friday 
morning at the West Fork mine* of the 
Pocahontas Colliers 
company, where 
the explosion occurred Wednesday aft­ 
ernoon. 
Bodies recovered from the mine was 
due to heroic work of a band of thirty- 
five men constituting a rest uc party, 
that worked Incessantly through the 
hours of the night and day. 
It was not until 7:30 o'clock Thurs­ 
day evening that the rescuers reached 
a point nearest Paul Entry, where the 
explosion occurred. 
The work of res­ 
cue was very slow, as the conditions 
confronting the party were difficult to 
surmount 
The authorities anticipated the fear­ 
ful extent of the casualty by ordering 
a carload of coffins and burial sup­ 
plies, which are now on their way. 
Superintendent Leckle of the mine, 
who entered the mine as one of the 
rescuing party, had a narrow escape 
from death. 
He was overcome by the 
fumes and had to be carried out. Ed 
ward Jones, the inside mine foreman, 
led the first rescue party, and when 
that party failed to return in a reason­ 
able time, a second rescue party, un­ 
der Superintendent Leek ie followed. 
John Oldham and Ed Brown were 
overcome by gas, and died, and Leckie 
barely escaped with his life. Then the 
third party was formed and continued 
the work 
Meantime the 
fir* 
party 
had 
reached another entrance to the mine 
Ic safety, and sent 
word over the 
mountain announcing the fact All this 
time the work of bratticing the mine, 
necessary for carrying on the work 
of rescue, was being effectually ear- 
8 
ed on. 
Some confusion was caused 
t the determination of the exact num­ 
ber entombed by the fact that when 
the explosion occur reed the exchange 
of shifts was In progress, added to 
which was the fact that a nmber of 
the men escaped from the Tug Fork 
entrance. 
The scenes around the mine were 
pitiful. 
Relatives and friends gather­ 
ed in groups at the entries and else­ 
where, awaiting tidings of the victims, 
and gave vent to their grief as the 
bodies, one by one, were brought out. 
T. II. Cook, one of the victims, whose 
body was found within 300 feet of the 
outside of the mine w'as the only sur­ 
vivor of the big explosion in the Poca­ 
hontas mine in 1884. 
Parties coming to work from Tug 
River, on the West Virginia side of | 
the mine, did not know there had been ! 
any trouble until they ran into some 
bodies on the tracks and some dead 
mules with a man pinned between 
them. 
While the force of the explosion was 
terrific, the*foreman at the offices of 
the mines did not know there had been 
any trouble until the men and mules 
failed to come out at the time for quit­ 
ting work. 


C U B A N IN T E R V E N T IO N . 


Secretary of State Makes Public all 
the Correspondence. 
Washington, Oct. 5.—Secretary Root 
has made public the correnspondence 
leading up to the Intervention in Cuba. 
The correspondence took place 
be­ 
tween Consul General Stelnhart at Ha­ 
vana and Acting Secretary Bacon of 
the state department. 
An important 
feature developed 
In the dispatches 
was that Intervention was asked by 
the Cuban government as early as 
Sept. 8, and that as long ago as Sept. 
14 President Palma had determined to 
resign as president of the republic, 
and that the vice president and cabinet 
ministers had also determined to no 
longer continue In office. 
It is also 
shown that intervention by the United 
States had long been planned by the 
Palma government, and was commu­ 
nicated to the state department is a 
leter by Consul Stelnhart as early as 
Sept. 5.

New Orleans O ct 5.—A tornado at 
I o’clock Friday morning passed diag­ 
onally across the residence portion of 
the 
city, 
taking off roofs, tearing 
down fences and doing other damage. 
The tornado crossed the Mississippi 
river about Jena street, In the uptown 
district, and cut across to the rear of 
the Third ward, one side of which Is j 
bounded by Canal street. The air was 
filled with flying 
planks 
and 
other 
debris. 
Great excitement was caused 
In this district. 
The tornado crossed 
Canal street. 
It was preceded by a 
thunderstorm and 
rain 
Along its 
whole path of three miles or more dam­ 
age was done. 
Telephone and tele­ 
graph poles were prostrated and com­ 
munication with many parts of the city 
rendered impossible. Lh brls strewn 
along Its track put the Peters Avenue 
Street Railway company lines tempo­ 
rarily out of business. 
At Toledano 
and Saratoga streets a market In pro­ 
cess of construction was leveled. Five 
new residences in that neighborhood 
were razed. A negro In Douglas square 
wag picked up bodily and blown away. 
Some damage was done to the gas­ 
works, in the Third ward. 
Much dam­ 
age was done the oil mill In the same 
nlghborhood. 
A warehouse at Liberty 
and Poydras streets was blown down. 
A heavy Iron car there was turned up­ 
side down. 
Further reports of the tornado indi­ 
cate that a number of homes in dif­ 
ferent parts of the city were blown 
down. 
At First and Magnolia streets 
a house was demolished and a woman 
and child severely hurt. 
A factory at 
Erato and Magnolia streets also was 
badly damaged. 
A special from Hammond. L a, on 
the Illinois Central railway, about fifty 
miles ffom New Orleans says that a 
tornado 
struck 
Pontchatoula, 
near 
there, Friday morning, killing four pe<> 
pie. injuring a number and doing great 
property damage. 
The Jal Ala! skating rink, at Milam 
and (Carondelet streets, was blown to 
pieces, and debris from It scattered to 
•very direction. 
There were at least three separate 
tornadoes In the vicinity of New Or­ 
leans. Including that which struck that 
city. 
Verified loss of life from these 
disturbances up to noon Friday was 
one man killed. 
A peculiar feature of the disturbance 
In this city was the fact that a few 
persons within half a mile of torna­ 
do’s path knew there had been a storm

Forrest gave him a b anqu et at 
Jackson, Tennessee, 
and 
m any 
prominent men who had worn the 
grey were there. 
Music mingled 
with laughter as the hours glided 
by, and wine mingled with wit and 
humor around the banquet board. 
The merriment increased with the 
flow of fun and feeling from the 
lips of many an eloquent South­ 
erner. 
Finally the moment came 
for Forrest to put to route his old 
friend, Landon C. Haynes, 
who 
had represented Tennessee in the 
Confederate Senate 
through the 
whole war and who believed that 
Forrest was the greatest calvalry 
general that ever vatted into a sad 
die. 
The hero of many a battle­ 
field rose and held up his glass 
amid his friends and 
admirers, 
and there was a twinkle in his eye 
as he said: 
“ Here is to Landon
